DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Reuben Batchelder, Pr. Com. Summer term, was under the care 
of Miss 8. Addie Barney who gave good satisfaction to both par- 
ents and pupils, and the scholars made good improvement. Miss 
Barney took great interest in her scholars. Good order and an ex- 
cellent school. 

Winter term Mr. L. E. Follansbee, teacher. The discipline was 
good, and the school was asuccess. Mr. Follansbee is well qualified 
both to teach and also to govern his pupils and the district have rea- 
sun to be satisfied with both terms, and you would do well to secure 
the services of either of the teachers you have employed the year past 
for the next term. 


DISTRICT. NO. 2. 


Adonisam Martin, Pr. Com ‘The first term was taught by Miss 
Laura B. Sanborn. Miss Sanborn is a very good teacher, and as far 
as I am able to state gave entire satisfaction. | 

The second term was under the care of Miss Mary E. Gifford.

DISTRICT. NO. 3

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SCHOOL COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 


In presenting this, our report, we would say that it has been our 
desire to faithfully and impartially perform the duties of the office. 
Your Committee feels that the office of Supt. School Committee is 
one of vast im ortance, and should be filled by a person that knows 
and feels the respousibility, and will look weil to the interest of the 
schools and see that they are properly managed and that every thing 
is done that can be for their improvement. 

As the subject of educating the youth is one of vital interest not 
only to the youth but also to the town, state and country, every citi- 
zen should feel that it is of the utmost importance that every child is 
properly educated and every measure which shall tend to promote 
the same should receive their hearty approval and encouragement. 

I am happy to be able to state in this report that the schools of 
the year past have been attended with fully a fair degree of success, 
and some have beeu an honor to teacher and scholars. The selection 
of teachers is a matter of vast importance and one which should re- 
ceive your careful attention. Select none but the best. A teacher 
should never have the care of a school because they desire it or be- 
cause some intimate friend may be interested in their behalf, or be- 
cause this one may like it or that one may not. Every committee in 
the selection of teachers should strive to obtain one that will serve 
to the best interest of all; no personal or selfish feelings should ever 
tend to lead or influence in the very delicate duty of selecting teach- 
ers. 

Some may advocate the changing of teachersas for the best good 
of our Schools, but I would advise every district when they once se- 
eure the service of a good teacher by all means retain them as many 
terms as they prove true to their profession. Never change a good 
teacher until you are sure of getting a better one. Teachers, you 
should always treat your scholars with respect ; make them to feel 
that you are interested in them. I would also advocate the prac- 
tice of teachers making frequent calls on their scholars at their homes, 
if convenient, as it. not only cheers up the child, but it also tends to 
make the parent see that you are interested in their scholars, and al- 
so look well to their interest. During intermission I think every 
teacher should see that their scholars use no bad or profane language 
while under their care, and no teacher should have the charge ofany 
school who in anyway uses any profane language, most assuredly in 
the presence of their pupils. 

Order is one of the most essential things to the scholars and little 
ean be gained in teaching without it. 
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Parents, I think it would be for your interest to see that the bad 
practice there is in some of our schools of tardiness and irregular at- 
tendance is remedid, you should make it your duty to see that your 
children are constant at school and that they are there at school 
hours, as irregular attendance and tardiness most certainly destroy 
the scholar’s interest in his school, therefore ae well at these. tepors 
tant matters. 

And in conclusion I would render to all n my thanks for your res- 
pect and kindness. May you all use your best endeavors for the ed- 
ucating of the youth who are soon to take our places upon the stage 


of action.
